| ELECTRONIC 
WATCH DOG 


Science has turned up now 
with an. electronic “watch dog.” 
It is a machine called a “micro- 
wave unit,” and combines the 
characteristics of both the elec- 
tric eye and radar. It can “see” 
through walls and around 
corners, reports United Press. 

The practical applications of this 
device, which. “sees” by means of 
high-frequency. radio waves, are 
many, Its Inventors say. 

For instance, the machine, operat- 

ing on ordinary house current, can 
thraw a ‘beam through a door or 
nround a corner. If an intruder gets 
In the way of that beam, he causes a 
warning bell to ring. 
. The machine resembles a large 
flashlight. It weighs only four 
pounds. The entire unit, comprising 
tube, circuit, transformer, antenna 
and puerto can be held in one 
hand. 

Units are being used for demon- 
stration purposes in schools and col- 
leges, where they are being used for 
teaching fundamental characteristics 
of radio and light waves.

Having spent 
the war years serving with the RAF 
why should I be given no indication 
that Britain is interested in my 
competing for her in the Olympics? 
I.do not ask for special considera-
